PSYCHOLOGICAL LABORATORY

Dear Mr. President: 


Permit me to appeal to you in the matter of a considerable difficulty 
in connection with the work in our Laboratory. Our Psychological rooms were 
rearranged so as to provide a lecture room on the ground floor, our office and 
clinical work on the next floor, and our normal experimental work on the top 
floor. In connection with the Psychiatric Clinic we have a great amount of 
work to do, synopsising, studying, and classifying the reports of the thousands 
of cases that are being examined. 


But during this whole term we have been handicapped continuously on 
cold days by lack of heate At no time is there a constant temperature for a 
few hours. The heat is turned off in the evening about 6 o'clock, and then 
in the morning the radiators are cold, so that the temperature during these 
last two weeks has been down to about 50, and scarcely ever rises above 60 
during the daye Reports are made to Mr. Bradshaw five or six times a day, 
and he does his best, so that I do not think the trouble lies there. The heat 
i ften turned on and will remain so for ten or fifteen minutes, and then goes 
off again, leaving the radiators sometimes entirely cold for an hour or more. 
I have reported the matter to the Superintendent, but he does not seem able to 
do anything. 


During last week and this our rooms have not risen above 60 degrees, 
and it is impossible for a stenographer to do effective work in such a temper- 
ature, and there is the added danger of taking cold while sitting at work in 
such conditions. I have felt constrained to lay the matter before you because 
unless we can have more heat,and at a somewhat uniform temperature, it will be 
necessary to eliminate altogether our work here in connection with the Clinic. 
Every afternoon, except Thursday, is set aside for the examination of cases, 
but it is decddedly unpleasant for children to come here and sit with their over- 
coats on during an hour's examination. 


This matter may lie outside the questions with which you ordinarily 
deal, but I have felt compelled to appeal to you on the question,as the only 


remaining source of authority and help,before concluding that the clinical work 
must be abandoned. I remain
